GOVERNMENT TESTS 


Fully a Third of Them Will Be 


Weeded Out by Action of 
Civil Service

Washington—At least a third of the 


administrative executives in the prohi- 
bition enforcement system have been 
weeded out by civil service examina- 
tions. 


By July, 50 or more of the 150 pro- 


hibition administrators, assistant ad- 
ministrators, 
deputy 
administrators 


and other high officers in the 25 prohi- 
bition enforcement district will have 
been replaced by successful competi- 
tors for their jobs. 


Nevertheless,'- the performance of 


the men who held these administrative 
posts by political appointment was far 
better, when faced with the necessity 
of proving1 their qualifications in-com- 
petition on a merit basis, than 
that 


of the 2300 piohlbition agents, investi- 
gators and inspectors. 
Prohibition 


Commissioner James N. Doran com- 
plained several months ago that 75 per 
cent of those rank and filers had failed 
to pass the written mental exams, 
•\\ith still moie to be weeded out by 
o'ral exams and characters investiga- 
tions. 


Unless there be some unannounced 


instance -wheie an administrator on 
the job was refused reappointment by 
the Prohibition Unit, after being cer- 
tified by the Civil Service Commission 
the chll service test appears to have 
been poison 
for administrators of 


those enforcement districts with head- 
quarters in Boston, Savannah, Colum- 
bus, St. Louis, Fort Worth, Seattle, 
St. Paul, 
San Francisco 
and Los 


Angeles. 
The enforcement area in- 


volved includes Kew England, Geor- 
gia, part of Florida, Ohio, Indiana, 
Missouri, Arkansas, Minnesota, 
the 


Dakotas, part of Wisconsin, ^Texas, 
Oregon, "Washington, Alaska, Califor- 
nia, Nevada and Arizona. 
'' 


Re-examinations not yet completed 


affect the administrator jobs in San 
Francisco, Los Angeles, Ft. Woith, 
St .Louis, Columbus and Savannah. 
The incumbent 
administrators who 


failed to qualify'in the first 
tionn wero 
eligible 
tu compete in 


these. 


In addition to tho nlno administra- 


tors who wero unable to win reap- 
poinlment, victims of civil service 
include those wjjo resigned prior to 
tho examinations when they realized 
they couldn't fulfill the requirements. 


Congress passed tho law to place 


piohlbition enforcers under civil ser- 
vice with the admitted intent of mak- 
ing an honest,' going business out of 
what had become a national'scandal. 
Tho law was scheduled to take effect 
last October. It didn't, .except 'that 
those not ceitlficd by the commission 
and still on the job are only tempor- 
ary appointees, for tho primary rea- 
son that Congiess failed to provide 
enough money for all tho examina- 
tions. 


Tho commission decided to complete 


examinations for tho 130 administra- 
tive posts fiist of all. Several thou- 
sands applied for the high posts, which 
pay from ?3,000 to $UOO a year. All 
but 
about 
300 applications weie 


promptly thrown out because most of 
the job hunleis lacked the required 
experience. 


No favors were shown incumbent 


officials, though their enforcement ex- 
perience was taken into account. Exe- 
cutive cxpeiienco and training was 
made the first consideration. 


In several districts, the commission 


was Unable to find the men sufficient- 
ly qualified for the job to be certified 
as eligible for appointment. In such 
cases, where the Prohibition Bureau 
observed that the incumbent wasn't 
among those qualified and where 
it 


wasn't suited by one of those who 
•were, it had the right to request a 
re-examination. 


These were held and the commis- 


sion will soon certify new lists of 
eligibles. The only difference between 
tho original examination and ,the i e- 
examination, neither of \\ hich contain- 
ed wntte tests, was that tho second 
time the commission decided not 
to 


demand the four to six year executh e 
experience requirement oiigmally an-- 
nouneed. 


Wherever only three men qualified 


in the exams, the incumbent was - al- 
most certain to retain his aob if __ he 
were one of them, for the bureau Tiad 
its choice. How many administrators 
ranked second or third in the rating 
of eligibles and were neveitheless re- 
appointed is a secret. 


About 50 of the administrative posts 


open to competition have been cer- 
tified and filled by appointment, some 
50 more certified but not filled anil 
the other 50 figure in the incomplete 
re-examinations. 


The commission hopes to have them 


all under civil service by July 1. But 
no one Seems to have any idea when 
tho 2500 rank and. file jobs will come 
under the law. There will be many re- 
examinations for those, too. 


The PVohibition Bureau, wroth at 


the decimation of its existing agent 
personnel, seems satisfied with 
the 


assurance that a majority of its ^ad- 
ministrators will bo able to hang on. 
The Civil Service Commission feels 
that enough will have lost out to prove 
that politics 
cut no figures in its 


•work.

IS FAIR EXAMPLE OF 
PUBLICLAND THEFTS 


.Was Not Only Case Where 


Secretary Fall Riled Up the 
Conservationists

Washington — When Albert Bacon 


Fall was made secretary of the inter- 
ior, the- conscrvationsts nearly went 
into conniption fits. 


Fall was given jurisdiction "over mil- 


lions of acres of oil lands, coal lands, 
phosphate and potash land, grazing 
lands and all the great resources of 
tho public domain in Alaska. 


In the preceding nine yers, as sena- 


tor, he had, consistently opposed con- 
servation measures and favored nearly 
all measures designed to grant public 
resources for unprotected private ex- 
ploitation. 


Fall promptly astonished nearly 


everyone by an attempt to take the 
national forests from the jurisdiction 
of the Department of 
Agriculture, 


where they had been since 1905. 
It 


was alleged that he was working for 
paper manufacturers 
who wanted 


d«>nse pulpwood forests in Alaska. A 
bitter row between Fall and Secretary 
of Agriculture Wallace broke out. A 
great howl -went up over the country. 
The American Forestry Association 
grabbed everything in sight to fling 
at Fall and such conservations as Ox- 
ford Pinchot and Harry Slatery joined 
with the forest service itself to save 
tho forests. Fall lost. 


The old gentleman, before and since 


his retirement, has been accused of a 
great deal more than looting the naval 
oil reserves. 
He has been charged 


with favoring his friends as he hasten- 
ed to open up the oil and coal lands 
and, to have violated frequently the 
law in disposition of these and water 
and other rights. 


Indians and their friends charged 
' that the Fall-endorsed Bursum bill of 
"^ 1922 
would have robbed the Indians of 


all or most of their property, amount- 
ing to more than a billion dollars. The 
General Federation of Women's Clubs 
and other organizations lobbied suc- 
cessfully 
to beat the bill and the 


storm of criticism helped hasten Fall's 
_oxit from the cabinet the next year. 


Having obtained the naval coal re- 


serves from the 
Navy Department 


through executive order and handed 
them to favored interests. Fall then 
went after the navy's oil. When he 
took' office, the navy's had five re- 
serves—petroleum reserves at Elk 
Hills and Buena Vista, 
Calif., and 


Teapot Dome, Wyo., plus two shale 
reserves in Utah. When Fall left the 
cabinet, the navy had its two shale 
reserves, which no one wanted. Do- 
heny had Elk Hills—which he said 
was worth $100,000,000 to him; the 
Southern Pacific and the Honolulu Oil 
Company had divided up Buena Vista 
with Fall's help and Harry Sinclair 
had Teapot Dome. 


Fall had obtained jurisdiction over 


those reserves, which his predecessors 
in the government had carefully set 
aside and preserved from raids of the 
predatory. 
Xaval 
officers 
charged 


that his disposition of the reserves 
"risked the national existence of the 
United States." 


Corruption 
was 
alleged 
in 
the 


leases of Elk Hills and Teapot Dome, 
but the instance in which Fall over- 
ruled subordinates who tried to save 
Buena Vista has not had as much 
publicity. 
It is said that for years 


previous. Fall had supported a cam- 
paign of the oil interests to deliver 


I 
the three reserves, but it was never 


Wsuccessful until he took office. 
' ' ' 
Tho supreme court has branded the 


Sinclair and Doheny leases as fraudu- 
lent or corrupt and ordered return of 
the reserves of the navy. 
Charges 


that men prominent 
in government 


made " cleanups" in Sinclair stock af- 
ter the Teapot lease never have been 
proved. 


Fall resigned March 4, 1923. 
He 


had been constantly under fire. Later 
he was credited with persuading Presi- 
dent Harding to visit Alaska in fur- 
therance of his schemes to open up 
that territory's resources to the hun- 
gry'hordes. But Harding, proceeding 
to Alaska, became converted by the 
opposition and in his last speech be- 
fore his death, at Seattle, endorsed the 
principal of conservation and blasted 
the hopes of Fall and his friends. 


The last conservationist 
outburst 


followed tho dismissal of Director A. 
P. Davis of the Reclamation Service in 
June, 1923. Fall is understood to have 
plotted Davis' dismissal, but the man's 
icputation as an outstanding scientist 
of great ability and integrity always 
saved him. Then Secretary of the In- 
terior Work, -while Congress was out 
of scssio nand he and Harding were 
en route to Alaska, got rid of Davis. 
It -was charged that Work promised 
Davis a new position if he would make 
his resignation appear voluntary. 


Work contended that the job needed 


a business man instead of an engineer. 
Ho gave tho job to ex-Governor D. 
W. Davis, a former banker and £ro- 
rer. who had no civil service status. 
'.Vork obtained an executive order cx- 
(inpting requirements, despite protest 
of the Civil Service Commission. En- 
gineers and conservationists -branded 
tho deal as "political spoilsmanshJp." 
The Federated Engineering Societies 
of America, Trith 50.000 members, de- 
manded an investigation and protest- 
ed on behalf of Joyal. underpaid gov- 
ernment scientists whose jobs ap- 
peared jeopardized. 


Ex-Governor Davis didn't last long. 


In tho following year he was succeed- 
od by Elwood Mead, an engineer, sat- 
rtfactory to the conservationists. 
''Since Fall, the conservationists say. 
there appear to bare been no serious 
attempts to raid tho public lands in 
derogation of the public Jntcre?t.

Washington—The principal issue in 


controversy in connection with flood 
control legislation is whether the 
United States government shall rc- 
<iuii c the local interests in the Missis- 
sippi valley to contribute to the cost- 
of the \vork of preventing the 
de- 


structive floods of this vast interstate 
river. 


My- po&ltlon, and that of the pro- 


ponents of the bill just passed by the 
House of Representatives is that the 
protection of life and property 
and 


the .safe conduct of interstate com- 
merce, as well as the protection of the 
mails, are the solemn obligation and 
duty of the government ot the United 
States, and that there should be no 
bill if Congress really intended to pro- 
tect' the lives and property of its .citi- 
zens from these destructive floods. 


If anyone asks why the 
federal 


government should be urged to take 
hold of this problem on a national 
hcale and as-sumc full 
responsibility 


for the time, labor and great cost in- 
volved in obtaining complete control 
of the Mississippi^river, surely it Is 
sufficient 
to remind him that 
the 


drainage basin of this great river cov- 
ers 41 per cent of the total area ^ of 
the United States and the river pours 
down into the' lower valley the drain- 
age from, 31 states. 


The 
ejemental weakness of 
the 


present system, as disclosed by all the 
investigations and reports, is that the 
dependence upon local 
participation 


has resulted in a weak and unfinished 
system of levees. No levee system can 
be effective unless it is unified, co-or- 
dinated, and complete, and should 
any levee district fail to pay its con- 
tribution, the whole plan would fail. 


It is contended that benefits will re- 


sul' and those, receiving the benefits 
should pay part of the cost of the 
work. Of course benefits will ensue, 
but not the kind upon which a spe- 
cial tax upon adjacent i property 
is 


warranted. The benefits may be listed 
as follows: 


Human life will be saved. 
Sickness and disease will be 
pre- 


vented. 
, 


People will not be driven from their 


homes and made objects of charity. 


Suffering and misery will be pre- 


vented. 


Land will not be washed away. 


Property will not be destroyed. 
People will be able to follow their 


occupations. 


Industry will continue. 
Interstate ,commercey and the Unit- 


ed -Statesv mails "will not be interfered 
with. 


There will be a'^fccling of security 


that will restore confidence. 


No court or law of the land ever 


levied a special tax on land "based on 
these elements and to require a pay- 
ment for 
these 
benefits would be 


levying1 a tax' on saving of human 
life, on occupation, on industry, on 
opportunity, on progress, and 
on 


prosperity. 


These benefits are some ot those for 


which our national government 
is 


organized, are properly paid out of 
the, general treasury, and are given 
freely and without price in order that 
general welfare may be furthered. 


Our- country can prosper only in 


proportion as our citizens 
prosper, 


and the misfortune of great numbers 
affects' the fortune of the nation. Wh/ 
states as such should be considered 
in-this matter is not clear. The states 
asked to pay have no part in produc- 
ing the destructive flood'. waters. 
Floods know no state boundaries and 
can not be controlled by flat." The. 
state's as such cannot legislate re- 
garding the control or use of .the 
navigable waters of the Mississippi- 


The Mississippi river has .worked 


the deadliest wrong to' this country— 
its gifts to the south are discontent, 
impoverishmen, and degradation. 


The farmer and his family must live 


in semi-starvation, in wretched hov- 
els, amid squalor "and privations, barb- 
ed by the thought that any little money 
earned by labor and sweat from day to 
day will hav? to go to the federal'gov- 
ernment to pay for levees." 


The loss in human life can not be 


measured. For who shall put an esti- 
mate upon the value of the souls de- 
stroyed by the same causes; and who 
shall gather the tears of the widow 
and the orphan,'the bloody sweat of 
anguished families, and the griefs for 
loved ones lost, fortunes .broken, and 
hopes destroyed, .and weigh them in 
the scale with a pitiful appropriation 
of money? 
'After the flood had subsided, these 


people had no homes, to which to re- 


turn; their fields have grown up to 
weeds, they have no mules, no Im- 
plements of husbandry-with which to 
begin anew the cultivation of the soil; 
they have no eeed, they have nothing; 
yet they are asked to pay a special 
tax to be permitted to earn a living 
and to be saved from drowning. 


The conscience of "the whole coun- 


try has been aroused by the frightful 
destruction in the lower valley. Noth- 
ing- less than an adequate, compre- 
hensive plan of 100 "per cent flood 
coiytrol without local contribution will 
satisfy the people of this nation. ,
